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Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-37 and 39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Instant invention relates to technique for Class of Service (CoS) mapping 

between different communication protocols using intermediate CoS information. 

Independent claims 1, 15, 26 and 29 have the following underlined limitations (using 

claim 1 language as an example) that convention techniques in the art failed to 

anticipate or render obvious: 

. . . intermediate CoS information ttiat provides a universal classification mectianism independent 
of any layer two protocols ... and protocols of layers on top of layer two ... 

And Independent claim 34 has the following underlined limitations that 

conventional techniques in the art failed to anticipate or render obvious: 

. . . protocol-independent CoS information provides a universal classification mechanism . . . 
independent of any layer two protocols and protocols of layers on top oflayertwo ... 

Said underlined limitations therefore result in the allowance stated in section 2 

above.
